Text of the Letter. 


The senator's letter of acceptance in full 
Bas follows: 

Tee Hon. Elihu Root, chairman of notifi- 
gation committee—My Dear Sir: In accor- 
Gance with the promise made when you 
formally notified me of my nomination for 
vite president, | avail myself of this oppor- 
funity to submit to you, and through you 
@ my fellow-citzens, some further views 
With respect to the questions in issue before 
the people. 

The principles which are so frankly and 
Melicitously expressed in the platform adopted 
by the republican national convention meet 
with my heartiest approval. In the main 
they have been subjected to the test of 
actual experience and have been found to 
be well sulted to our industrjal and national 
Reeds.

Sept. 21.—[Special.]—An 
outward bound Boston electric car was 
blown to pieces at 8 o’clock tonight near the 
corner cf Wyoming and Main streets. 

Six persons were killed outright, four died 
within a few moments, and several others 
were injured fatally. At least fifteen re- 
ceived injuries. |

Horrible Sight After Explosion. 

The immediate vicinity presented a fearful 
spectacle, the ground being strewed with por- 
tions of the bodies of those who had been 
killed. So great was the force of the explo- 
sion that two men standing in the door of a 
store fifty feet away were severely injured 
by the flying wreck, while every window 
within a radius of a quarter of a mile was 
broken. 

A.l the doctors in the city were summoned 
and others were called from Medford, Ever- 
ett, and Malden, as well as from Boston. 
Those of the injured who seemed likely to 
survive their injuries were taken to the hos-

The car was No. 14,814 of the Boston and 
Northérn ratiroad. It was of the closed 
pattern, equipped with vestibules. It left the 
subway in Boston at 7 o’clock and was mak- 
ing the usual time to this city. 


Thirty or. More on Board. 

There were a large number of persons on the 
car when it left Boston, but several got off 
at Malden and beyond. Reports as to the 
number on the car when it neared Wyoming 
avenue.are confusing, but it is said that there 
were thirty at least on board. Few have 
been identified. 

The previous car had passed the scene of 
the accident about fifteen minutes before. 

That the front wheel of the car must have 
struck an explosive was shown by the [fact 
that it was the front portion of the car that 
was damaged most, and it was in that part 
those were seated who were killed. 

The conductor, who stood on the rear plat- 
form, was not injured in the least, and about 
ten feet of rear end remained intact. ° 

The express wagon from which the dyna- 
mite fell was driven by Roy Fenton, who 
discovered that the box had dropped off and 
rushed back to find it, but before he got with- 
in a hundred yards of the box the car came- 
along and was blown up. 


Immense Crowd Gathers. 

Within fifteen minutes after the accident 
a crowd of 2.000 or 3,000 persons gathered 
about the scene. Relatives and friends of 
victims were rushing about, endeavoring to 
find their missing ones, while others, sus- 
pecting some of their families might have 
been on the car, were equally excited. 

The explosion was heard plainly in Boston, 
twenty miles away. All the passengers were 
rendered deaf for many hours, The street 
car tracks flowed with blood. 

Most of the passengers were workingmen 
on their way to their homes in this city. 

Fenton was arrested and made a statement 
to the police after his arrest. 

“I knew that the dyanmite was a danger- 
ous load,”’ he said, “ and I had been driving 
carefully, keeping my eye on it all the way 
from Boston. When I found one fifty pound 
box missing I jumped off the wagon and ran 
back along the main street. I was a block 
away from Wyoming street when I saw it 
lying just by the sidg of the car tracks. At 
the same moment a car swung around @ 
curve. I ran on as hard as | could, shouting 
and waving my arms to the motorman, but I 
suppose he did not see me, for he came on 
without slowing down in the least. 


Stunned by Report. 

“ As the car came up it looked for a min- 
ute as if it just brushed the box on one side, 
and I thought the danger was over. The 
next Instant there was a terrific report, and 
I was flung to the ground. I must have been 
stunned, for the next thing I knew the street 
was crowded with people. For a minute I 
could not think what had happened, and 
started to walk toward the crowd. I saw an 
arm lying at my feet, and then I remembered 
everything. It seemed so awfull just turned 
and ran. I don't know where I went—I just 
wanted to get away from what I had seen, 
But after that time I thought I ought to tell 
what I knew, and went and gave anyself up 
to the police.” 


Fell with Box of Dynamite. 

New York, Sept. 21.—{Special.]—Carrying 
twenty-five pounds of dynamite in a box, 
M. J. Murphy stumbled and fell off the pier 
at Bast One Hundred and Forty-fourth 
street today, and saved his life by turning 
in the air like a cat, so that he fell on his 
back, with the dynamite on top of him. The 
fall was only five feet, but it would have 
exploded the dynamite. 

He lay helpless under the explosive when 
Policeman Tate found him. His face 
wae wreathed in smiles despite intense pain. 

“Sure its better than being all in little 
bits.” he exclaimed. “‘I've got twenty-five 
pounds of dynamite here. J lost me footing 
and fell. I thought if the dynamite fell first 
me name would be Dennis instead of Mike, 
so I just gave the awfulest twist you ever

Editor of Get Rich Quick Paper 
Makes a Frank Confession. 


LURED’ INVESTORS TO RUIN. 


Declares He Has Been the Tool of Un-. 
principled Swindlers. 


New York, Sept. 21.—[Special.]—In what 
purports to be the September number of the 
United States Investors’ Guardian, a paper 
published for circulation among the con- 
stituents of *‘ get rich quick” concerns, ap- 
pears this statement, under the caption “‘ An 
Open Confession "’: 

“ After having held my position for three 
months, and after haying caused the loss of 
hundreds of thovsands of dollars, I am 
about to retiré as editor of this paper I 
cannot do so, however, without making a full 
and open confession. 

**I have been in charge of this publication 
during the period named in the interest of 
one of the most desperate gangs of swindiers 
and thieves that ever infested any country. 
My conscience will not allow me to longer 
carry on this deception. 


Editorials All Lies. 


“I wish before leaving to say in this, my 
last issue, that outside of this statement no 
word of truth has ever appeared in these 
columns. Upright and honest business men, 
as well as straightforward, prosperous cor- 
porations have been maliciously attacked 
with the sole idea that money might be in- 
fluenced from them to the coffers of the gang 
that has given m@employment. In their hog- 
gishness they have denied the right of honest 
concerns to do business, fearing that such 
houses might prevent them from stealing a 
few dishonest dollars. 

“ Those who have had correspondence with 
me know the few concerns I have recom- 
mended (and I wish now to confess that they 
are all frauds), and those who have read the 
Guardian know whom that paper has con- 
demned. 

Many Have Been Ruined. 

“Some of those who have been attacked 
have been ruined, and thereby many thou- 
sands of dollars have been lost by small! in- 
vestors as a result. I feel directly responsi- 
ble for this loss. When I think of the wreck 
and ruin 1 have wrought in order that I 
might earn a few dollars my heart is heavy. 

“The attacks which have appeared have 
been absolutely without foundation. In fact, 
in most cases the articles have been a pack 
of lies from start to finish. No method I 
could pursue can ever undo the damage I 


**In conclusion I beg to say the Guardian 
never has been represented In Washington 
except by an office boy, and that my work 
has been conducted in an out of the way cor- 
ner in New York in constant fear of the 
police and the wrath of those I have assailed, 

Conceived in Iniquity. 

“The paper was conceived in iniquity and 
produced but one object—to influence 
money from trusting country people to the 
concerns recommended privately by this 
paper, and controlled by the gang which for 
a few months has kept me in bread and 
butter. 

“ Doubtless these thugs and swindiers will 
deny all this article in a. subsequent issue, but 
I have done my best to make my peace with 
those whom I so grossly deceived and those 


whom I so unjustly attacked.

“This “confession” came just when the 


postoffice authorities were getting ready to 


round up the publication and its backers. 
The Guardian sprang into existence about 
June It was a monthly, pretty well got 
up, and had some interesting literary mat- 
ter. The financial pagés\)were two-thirds 
“roast.” Houses standing as firm as the 
rock of Gibraltar were assailed as swindlers. 
Others, just as sound, were declared to be 
tottering to their fall. Two interesting pages 
were given up to a list of brokers and bank- 
ing houses with the heading, ‘‘ Communicate 
with us before investing with these firms.”’ 
In this list were a few houses known to be 
shaky and many others of recognized stand- 
ing. Every now and then throughout the 
publication there was a “snapper” in the 
shape of a little paragraph like this, laud- 
ing some “ get rich quick "’ scheme or other; 
“We have investigated the standing of 
Doe & Roe and find them perfectly sound.”’ 
The editor is unknown, and the postoffice 
authorities never have been able to locate 


him.

Mr. Scott 
had been riding a wheel and collided with a 
wagon, suffering concussion of the brain. To- 
night he recovered consciousness, but he 
says his mind was a blank from the time he 
met with the accident.

Many of these songs are to be taught during 
the winter to the thousands of foreigners at- 
tending the free evening schools. It is urged 
that these foreign born love music and will 
readily take up che American national airs.

The twenty-three schools 
will open for work Oct.3. Assistant Super- 
intendent Wegan has posted in’ nearly all the 
large factories and plants in the stockyards 
and other districts notices inviting foreigners 
to enroll.

tured numbers of junks attempting to run the 
blockade. These vessels were mostly laden 
with meat, flour, and eggs. 

Europeans arriving here from Port Arthur 
tell grewsome stories of conditions in the be- 
sieged stronghold. It is asserted that there 
are no contagious diseases, but that many 
deaths have been caused by the bites of large 
flies which feed upon the putrifying curpses 
outside. The old town is almost wrecked. 


Russian Merchant Escapes. 

A Russian merchant named Krats, who has 
arrived at Chefoo, states he was captured 
while attempting to get through the biockad- 
Ing line. He was taken biindfolded on board 
a Japanese warship, where he was interfer 
gated and threatensd-witr' bettie sent 
prisoner to Japan. He finally was liverated, 
however. The officer who had examined him 
congratulated him on his lucky escape from . 
Port Arthur, saying a severe bombardment 
was to begin on Tuesday (Sept. 20), prepara- 
tory to storming important positions. The 
officer added that the fortress would be cap- 
tured in a few days. ‘ 


Stoessel Alert as Ever. 
Kratz became enthusiastic when he dé 
scribed Gen. Stoessel’s alertness and 4dili-

Jap Guns Cleverly Masked. 

The Japanese guns are cleverly masked. 
Their howitzers, using smokeless powder, are 
the most effective. The Russians have 
formed a corps of sharpshooters whose duty 
it is to creep out on the hillsides and discover 
the positions of the enemy’s guns. Fre- 
quently they have been successful in this 
work.

WOMAN RUNS THE BLOCKADE. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
CHEFOO, Sept. 21, 7:30 p. m.—Mrs. Anna 
Kravtchenko, the Engiish wife of a Russian 
army officer, who arrived here the night of 
Sept. 17 with Lieut. Prince Radzivil from 
Port Arthur, is the first woman to run the 
blockade from the Russian stronghold since 
the Japanese increased their vigilance to pre- 

vent egress from the port. 

Her trip was rendered extremely perilous 
because she came out with the prince and his 
companion, Lieut. Christoforoff. who carried 
messages from Lieut. Gen. Stoessél, the com- 
mander at Port Arthur to Gen. Kouropatkin. 
Both these officers were disguised and had 
they been captured by the Japanese they 
certainly would have been executed. 


Tells How She Escaped. 

Mrs. Kravtchenko was worn vut and ex- 
hausted by her adventure. In an interview 
today she said: 

“ We teft Port Arthur at 8 o'clock the 
night of Sept. 15. There was a good wind 
and the moon was bright. We wore sic- 
cessful tn avoiding the danger of the first 
Japanese blockading line. We came up to 
the seco line when the moon Was under a 
cloud, Searchlights were flashing on all 
sides, but our junk was not discovered. 

“ We suddenly discovered ourseives close 
to another junk with a Japanese crew on 
board. They presumably were pirates, but 
we outsalied them and drew away. 

“ At 6 o'clock the next morning we saw «é 
steamer coming in our direction. It had the . 
appearance of a cruiser, and | was terribiy 
frightened When we saw the cruiser Prince 
Radzivii and Lieut. Christoforemtm went 
below. 1 stretched myse.f cut on deck and 
covered myself with dirty blankets. Chinese 
were lying at my feet and at my sides, and 
for an hour, although nearly smothered, I 
kept my position. 

“Tt never uttered a more thankful prayer 
than when I was informed that the steamer 
we had seen was a Red Cross vessei and that 
its captain had no intention of overhauling

Deaths from Fiy Bites. 

“ There are no contagious diseases at Port 
Arthur,,but many deaths are resulting from 
the bitd of a large red headed fly which feéds 
on the decomposing corpses scattered ovcr 
the battlefields. A doctor who was bitten 
on the thumb by one of these files instantly 
severed that member. He then had his arm 
amputated, but not before the poison had 
reached his heart. The.result of the bite 
was fatal. 

“Every day in the wees the band plays 
@t one of the hospitals. 

“The wounded men recover quickly from 
wounds inflicted by Maxim projectiles and 
by the Dullet of the Osaka. rifle, but the 
wounds resulting from explosive bullets are 
awful and recovery is impossible. 


Old Town Is Wrecked. 


*. “The old town of Port Arthur is almost 


entirely wrecked. The streets are @lled with 
holes made by exploding shelis. The loss 
of life in Port Arthur from the bombard- 
ments has been remarkably small. Once I 
counted fifty-seven Japanese shells fired at 
@ Russian battery, not one of which reached 
fits mark.

BERLIN, Sept. 22, 3 a. m.~A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg to the Tageblatt apparently 
prompted by the Russian war department 
puts the blame for Gen. Orloff’s failure to 
hold the Yentai coal mines equally upon 
Viceroy Aliexieff and Gen. Orloff. The corre- 
Bpondent says: 

“ Alexteff detained Orloff on trivial pre- 
texts so that he reached the mines at noon 
on Sept. 1 wholly uninformed as to the sit- 
uation.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 21.—The news 
that Kuroki’s enveloping movement to the 
east of Mukden is under way is confirmed by 
Gen. Kouropatkin, who telegraphs that yes- 
terday the Japanese advance guard tried to 
capture Da pass and turn the Russian left 
flank. The attack on Da pass was repulsed. 

Advance detachments of Japanese are feel- 

ing out the strength and disposition of the 
Russian forces, and Japanese flanking col- 
umns are already pressing northward. 
The reports that a battle at Mukden is'im- 
minent are, however, regarded as premature. 
Ali that seems to be definitely established is 
that Oyama is again essaying to flank Gen, 
Kouropatkin from the east. 


Kouropatkin Describes Fight. 

Gen. Kouropatkin, telegraphing under yes- 
terday’s date, describes an outpost fight on 
Tuesday at Da pass, half way between Bent- 
siaputze and Sintsintin. A Japanese force, 
consisting of four companies, marched up 
from Dziantchian, twenty-three miles north- 
east of Saimadzi, and tried to capture the 
pass and turn the Russian !eft flank, but the 
Russians repulsed the attack and the turn- 
ing movement was checked by Russian cav- 
alry, supported by machine guns. 
The reports that Geh. Kuroki had crossed 
the Hun river at Fushun turn out to be false. 
The Russians strongly hold the road to Fu- 
shun and Bentsiaputze. It is pointed out 
that if the Japanese had occupied Fushun 
the Russians would have been compelled to 
evacuate Mukden, since Fushun is nearer 
to Tie pass. 


Advance Expected Any Day. 

A resumption of the Japanese advance Is 
now expected to occur any day. It is the 
third week since the fighting at Liaoyang, 
and the Japanese have had time to transport 
reinforcements from Yinkow and bring up 
sufficient men to the front to replace their 
losses, but it is not improbable that several 
days will intervene before the armies come 
to close quarters. 

The interval is being devoted on both sides 
to feeling out the strength and disposition 
of the opposing forces. The Japanese prob- 
ably will renew their attempt to capture the 
passes of the Da mountain range, running 
half way between the Hun and Taitze rivers. 
The possession of these passes is important 
for the Japanese, as it will not only enable 
them to march northward but also screen 
the movements of their troops from the pry- 
ing gaze of Russian scouts. 


Why Japs Need Mukden. 


It is fully appreciated here that the Jap- 
anese must try for the p&ssession of Muk- 
den, as otherwise it will be difficult for 
them to provide the army with winter quar- 
ters. Liaoyang does not afford sufficient 
accommodation, although many houses 
there éscaped destruction in the recent bat- 
tle. Movable huts are quite unsuitable for 
the housing of Japanese, owing to the se- 
verity of the climate. The average winter 
temperature there is 40 degrees below zero, 
and the cold is intensified by continual winds 
and an almost entire absence of snow. 

In spite of this, however, the campaign 


composed } probably will continue during the winter if 


the Japanese succeed in getting into Muk- 
den. In this contingency Gen. Kouropat- 
kin for various reasons will not be likely to 
allow the Japanese to remain in undisturbed 
possession of this point, which is important 
not only from a strategic but the political 
point of view. 


JAPANESE ADVANCE IS SLOW.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 21.—The Russian 

eoldiers at the front seem to have recovered 
their calm. The correspondents apparently 
have lost theirs. Reuter’s correspondent at 
Mukden telegraphed yesterday a highly 
} alarming dispatch to the effect that a battle 
was inevitable, as the Japanese, eight or 
nine divisions etrong, were advancing. He 
follows this with a telegram under today’s 
date saying that nothing beyond outpost 
fighting has occurred. 

The truth is that the Japanese are advanc- 
ing most deliberately, apparently fully ap- 
preciative of the fact that with every step 
nearer the north the greater their danger 
‘becomes. The Russians are acting with pro- 
portionate caution. The movement the 
Japanese are making is of such an elaborate 
nature that a big battle cannot possibly 
take place before a considerable time. 


JAPS CLOSER TO MUKDEN. 

PARIS, Sept. 21.—A dispatch to the Temps 

from Mukden, dated. 7:30 p. m. yesterday, 
says: 
“The Russians executed reconnaissances 
on Monday which developed that the main 
army of the Japanese is about twenty-two 
miles southeast, under Gen. Kuroki, with two 
divisions at Yentai. 

“The Japanese junks turned back after 
succeeding in getting up the Liao river al- 
most to Sinmintin. 

“A great battle is expected along the Hun 
river, which froats both sides.” 


TOKIO EXPECTS BATTLE SOON. 

TOKIO, Sept. 21.—An impression is grow- 
ing generally that an engagement will soon 
take place at Mukden. Gen. Kouropatkin is 
evidently preparing to make a determined re- 
sistance to any attempt to dispossess him and 
is intrenching and constructing defenses. 
He has an immense force available, but the 
opinion is expressed that Tie pass would be 
& more favorable location for defense. The 
Russians, however, are unwilling to suffer 
the loss of prestige which would be involved 


by the abandonment of Mukden.

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SERVIA’S RULER THE CENTER OF 
A BRILLIANT CEREMONY. 


Solemn Ritual of the Greek Church, 


Display, Adds Impressiveness to the 
Event—Tragedy in the Déath. of 
Alexander and Queen Draga Finds 
No Echo and Day Passes Without « 
Hostile Incident. 


BELGRADB, Servia, 21—Peter 
Karageorgevitch was crowned king of Ser- 
via today. There were no hostile demonstra- 
tions and no attempt to carry out the nu- 
merous threats against the new king’s life. 
In the solemn ritual of the Greek church and 
in the elabOxate state processions which 
preceded and followed the coronation the 
tragedy of Servia’s previous ruler found no 
echo. 

The dawn of day was marked by a salute 
of twenty-one guns, and before the sun was 
well up King Peter, on horseback, rode from 
the palace. The procession then started for 
the cathedral through troop lined streets. 


Crowds Pack the Streets. 

Behind the soldiers were. packed dense 
crowds, who, in spite of the rainy weather, 
stood patiently waiting to see the king. 

As King Peter entered the cathedral the 
metropolitan consecrated him, and more ar- 
tillery salutes were fired. The king then 
took up his position under a canopy, and the 
metropolitan, assisted by many bishops and 
other clergy, commenced the solemn service. 
After the prayer the premier and other min- 
isters handed the crown and regalia to King 
Peter. He kissed the crown, placed it on his 
head, and robed himself in the royal gar- 
ments. An artillery salute of 101 guns then 
announced to the people of Belgrade that 
King Peter had been crowned. 


Rides Crown on Head. 

Wearing the crown on his head and fully 
robed, the king left the cathedral, remount- 
ed his horse, and rode through the crowded 
streets to the palace. There, in the grand 
festal hall, King Peter received the congrat- 
ulations of the diplomatic corps and. others, 
ascended the royal throne, and once more 
took the scepter and orb in his hands. The 
ceremony of rendering homage was then 
performed. 

In the festal hall the Italian minister greet- 
ed King Peter in the name of the triple alli- 
ance, while the Russian minister, who, in 
spite of reports to the contrary, was pres- 
ent, and the Roumanian and Greek minis- 
ters handed his majesty personal letters from 
their sovereigns. The clergy then 
before the throne and bowed to the king, who 
showed no signs of fatigue. 

When the king sat down on the throne he 
took off the crown, which weighs four kilos 
(nearly nine pounds), but put it on again as 
the members of the skupshtina and of various 
corporations passed the throne in a long pro- 
cession, though he was obliged now and 
again to lift his heavy crown and rest his 
head. 


Centenary of Karageorge. 

The centenary of the Servian revolution 
under Karageorge, grandfather of King 
Peter, was celebrated in the afternoon by a 
grand military parade, in which regular 
troops and volunteers participated. 

The troops marched through the principal 
streets In uniforms and equipments repre- 
senting the dress of the Servian army at dif- 
ferent periods since 1331. The parade was 
subsequently reviewed by the king from a 
balcony of the palace. 


PRAISE FOR SECRETARY HAY. 


British Government Will Make No 
Further Move in Contraband Case 
‘Until United States Acts. 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—Beforé making fur-’ 
ther representations to Russia respecting 
the character of the goods included-in the 
list of absolute contraband of war the Brit- 
ish government proposes to ascertain the 
views of Secretary Hay in order that the 
two government may continue to act iden- 
ically. 

Mr. Hay’s note calls forth flattering com- 
ments from all quarters, the St. James Ga- 
zette calling it “‘a remarkable specimen of 
that directness which habitually character® 
izes the government at Washington in deai- 
ing with other governments and that ca- 
pacity for plain speaking—however discon- 
certing it may be to the traditional habits of 
diplomacy—one which might be cultivated to 
advantage by Downing street, for it rarely 
fails to produce effects which are not al- 
ways the result from suaviter in modo.” 

The Westminster Gazette describes the 
note as @ firm and pointed declaration, 
adding: 

“Happily, Russia had given way as re- 
gards food. But it is quite asimportant that 
the doctrine should be made sure in the case 
of such articles as cotton.” : 


ISLAND FRIARS BREAK TREATY.

MANILA, Sept. 21.—The Augustinian friars 
have repudiated the agreement made in Rome 
between the late Pope Leo, the late Arch- 
bishop Guidi, apostolic delegate in the Phil- 
ippine islands, and former Gov. Taft, that the 
money paid by the United States in the pur- 
chase of the friars’ lands should remain in the 
islands, and have requested that the pay- 
ments to them be made in drafts on London.

The flagship’s steering gear was disabled early in the battle and for forty minutes it had to stand still while Togo poured shells into it 
through the ineffective screen formed by other ships of the squadron. On arrival at Tsingchau the ship had four large holes in its sides, its decks were masses

death on the Czarevitch’s bridge, his chief of staff was badly wounded, the captain was wounded, and the second in command received wounds from which 
he afterwards died.

FEAR SPREAD OF SMALLPOX: 
DISEASE IS MORE VIRULENT. 


Health Authorities Disturbed by Death 
at Isolation Hospital—Vaccination 
and Good Sanitation Urged. 


The death of a smallpox patient at the iso- 
lation hospital, making six deaths and 154 
eases since Jan. 1, stirred the city health 
officials to issue a supplemental warning to 
the people of Chicago. The person who suc- 
cumbed on Monday was a railway engineer. 
On the same day S. C. Chittenden, a Pullman 
car conductor, was taken to the hospital ill 
of smallpox. Neither man had been vac- 
cinated in recent years. 

“ Indications are for a greater prevalence 
of smallpox and of a worse type during this 
fall and winter than we have had in many 
years,” said Arthur R. Reynolds, commis+ 
sioner of health, in a letter issued yesterday. 
Attention is called to the efficacy of vac- 
cination and the importance of good sanita- 
tion as preventive measures. 

“ Figures show that the prevailing type of 
smallpox in Chicago this year is more ma- 
lignant than heretofore,’”’’ said’ Dr. Heman 
Spalding. ‘“ Four years ago the percentage 
of mortality was only 1 percent. It has been 
growing steadily larger.’’

Load of Hay in Flames Drawn by Run- 
away Team Causes Excitement 
in Twelfth Street.

engaged. 

Prosperity Vindicates Protection. 
The development of the country during the 
last forty-four years is a complete vindication 
of the virtue and efficacy of a protective sys- 
tem. Its benefits have been diffused through 
all sections of the country and among all our 
people. It has enlarged our home market 
until it has become the greatest in the world. 
This we should not unnecessarily surrender. 
We have believed it to be a wise national pol- 
icy to preserve the American market for 


‘American producers and so secure to our 


workingmen an increased wage scale. 
In 1860 the value of our exports and manu- 


 factures was $40,345,892. Twenty years later 


it was $102,856,015, and last year $452,445,629.

That subject, together with 
the Alaska boundary and other matters, 
was submitted to a joint high commission 
for consideration, but the differences which

miade it impossible for the commission to 
agree upon any of the remaining subjects 


’ gubmitted for its determination. 


The American commissioners desired to 
submit the boundary dispute to the two 


governments and to proceed with the 
consideration of all other questions, in- 
cluding reciprocity, but the British 


commissioners declined to proceed further 
while the boundary remained undetermined. 
Subsequently a boundary commission was 
created and the boundary line has been set- 
tled, but no dgreement has been reached for 
further consideration of the remaining ques- 
tions embraced in the protoool. It is hoped 
that the two, governments may be able to 
agree in due course to take up the subject of 
reciprocity with Canada according to the 
principles laid down in the republican na- 
tional platform. 
Restricting the Trusts. 

The pl@tform appropriately recognizes 
combinations of capital and labor as the: 
outgrowth of our economic development, 
and as entitled to the equal protection and 
subject to the like restrictions of the law. 

The administration has enforced the Sher- 
man anti-trust act, which was of republican 
origin, in cases where combinations have 
been formed in violation of its provisions. 
The law, which was regarded as ineffective 
by a democratic administration, has been in- 
voked by the president against combinations 
in restraint of wholesome commerce, and it 
has been upheld by the courts, 

The congress last year enacted a law to 
expedite the hearing and determination of 
suite arising under the anti-trust and inter- 
state commerce acts, so that the ends of jus- 
tice might not be defeated by delay. it 
cregted the department of commerce and 
taber, with authority to obtain necessary 
information with respect to the creation and 
operation of corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce. It also amended the inter- 
wtate commerce law 80 as effectually to abol- 
ish the pernicious system of rebates under 
which large shippers could crush out their 
emaller competitors. These are important, 
practical steps taken by a republican presi- 
dent and a republican congress for the pro- 
tection of the people against the encroach- 
ments of combined capital.

Gold Standard Upheld. 


The convention properly-deciaredsit “ to 
be the duty of the republican party to up- 
hold the gold standard.”” There is no more 
important duty than to maintain the sta- 
bility and the character of the money of the 
people. Their manifold exchanges should 
be effected in a currency as free from biem- 
ish as the national integrity. The republican 
party has-been essentially the guardian of 
the financial credit of the country and the 
steadfast supporter of a sound currency.

The money question has seemed to be set- 
tled at various times, but the contest has 
been revived by the enemies of sound money 
whenever they have thought that they might 
be successful.

But all of this may be changed 
at any time by a hostile congress, or en- 
dangered by an unfriendly secretary of the 
treasury. Our past experience warns us that 
it is only a question of time when those who 
are always opposed to a sound monetary pol- 
icy will again seek to overthrow it. 

The republican convention did weil not only 
to pledge anew our fidelity to the gold stand- 
ard but to declare its purpose to uphold “ the 
integrity and value of our national currency.” 
There should be no equivocation or doubt as 
to our inflexible purpose not only to maintain 
the gold standard but to keep all silver and 
paper currency at a parity with it. 

The assumption that the gold standard is 
“irrevocably established " does violence to 
the law. It was established by an act of con- 
gress, but the congress may alter, amend, or 
repeal that act at any time. It is no more 
irrevocably lished than are our tariff 
schedules.

Sound money is so vital to our welfare, so 
important to our industrial development, that 
we should let its open enemies or negative 
friends know that we abate nothing of our de- 
termination to uphold and defend it.

Panama Issue Reviewed. 


The president's course in Panama merits 
the most generous approval. He deak witha 
delicate and difficult situation clearly within 
our national rights in such a way as to make 
possible the early completion of an isthmian 
canal which has long been demanded in the 
interest of our commerce and the national 
defense. 

He concluded the negotiations withGreat 
Britain for the abrogation of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty. He negotiated a@reaty with 
the republic of Colombia for the requisite 
rights and franchises for the construction 
and operation ofacanal. Its ratification was 
contemptuously refused by the Colombian 
government. Thereupon the people of Pan- 
ama renounced their allegiance to the parent 
government and declared their independence. 
The president, acting within the limits of 
his executive authority and in conformity 
with well established precedent, promptly 
recognized their independence. He nego- 
tiated a treaty with Panama, whereby the 
United States obtained the necessary rights 
and franchises for building and operating a 


canal. 

When the insurrection occurred upon the 
isthmus the president safeguarded American 
interests. He acted promptly but deliber- 
ately; prudently, not rashly; firmly, not un- 
lawfully. He usurped no authority. Heonly 
exercised that executive power which is 
clearly vested in him by the constitution, 
and which his predecessors had employed 
under similar circumstances. If he had failed 
to appreciate our rights, or to act promptly 
and firmly, blood would have been shed and 
the rights of American citizens would have 
been sacrificed, and the construction of the 
canal would have been indefinitely delayed. 
The president in due time appointed a com- 
mission composed of eminent engineers and 
men of practical experience to undertake 
he work of constructing the canal as speed- 
ily as practicable. There is no longer any 
doubt or uncertainty as to the enterprise. 
Its completion ig now an assured fact, and it 
will stand as one of the memorable achieve- 
ments of the new century. ; 

The completion of this great work should 
be left to the administration which has done 
so much to carry it forward against for- 
midable obstacles abroad and vexatious op- 
position at home. 


Conditions in the Philippines. 


The administration in the Philippines has 
been dictated by a broad sense of duty. It 
has not been subversive of our national 
ideals, but has been in conformity with the 
best traditions of the republic. 

. President Rooseveit has continued the work 
in the same just and generous spirit which 
inspired President McKinley. 

The people of the islands have had abun- 
dant evidence of the exalted purpose of the 
United States. The various degrees of civ- 
lilzation among them. their unfamiliarity 
with civic duties make it inadvisable to in- 
culge in any declaration as to future policies, 
which may lead to misunderstanding. The 
people of the Philippines do not distrust 
us. We need not distrust ourselves. 

Irrigation of Arid Lands. 


The application of the proceeds of pub- 
lic land sales to the reclamation of the ir- 
rigable portions of our arid and semi-arid 
public domain meets my cordial approval. 
Through the enlightened policy thus estab- 
lished under the present administration, the 
long deferred hopes of the struggling set- 
tlers of the great arid and semi-arid west 
will be realized in the upbuilding of sub- 
stantial communities in places hitherto 
waste, or comparatively unproductive. At 
the same time a vast area of the public do- 
main will be opened, upon which the in- 
dustrious homeseekers, now residing in over- 
crowded eastern centers, may find homes. 
The. sum of over $20,000,000, now available 
in the reclamation fund, to which additions 
are constantly being made, guarantees. 
under wise administration, great progress 
in the work of irrigation and the settlement 
of the arid region within a few years. 

The development of trade with the orient 
promises to absorb the increased produc- 
tion of cereals in the far west, so as to leave 
the market conditions’ on the Atlantic sea- 
board undisturbed. The settlement of the

College Founded in 1829. 


Iilinois college, the first Inetitution in the 
history of the state to graduate a collegiate 
class, was founded in 1829 through a com- 
bination of independent forces. The first was 
inspired by the zeal of the Rev: John M. Ellis 
of the Presbyterian church, composed of 
residents of Jacksonville. The other was an 
eastern organization known as the “ Yale 
band,” and consisted of seven men from Yale 
college, who pledged themselves to the cause 
of education in the west. 

In 1829 the “ Yale band,” Theron Baldwin, 
John F. Brooks, Mason Grosvenor, Elisha 
Jenney, William Kirby, Julian M. Sturtevant, 
and Asa Turner, brought contributions from 

ends in the east amounting to $10,000. 
Beecher hall, which still stands as the oldest 
college building in the state, was erected, 
and the first instructor, Julian M. Sturtevant, 
entered upon his duties. The Rev. Ddward 
Beechgr, brother of Henry Ward Beecher, 
was elected in 1830 the first president. 

Clifford Webster Barnes, a recent graduate

NEGRO SUSPECTS SHOT 


WHITE MEN PURSUE BLACES SET 
 ‘FREE-BY COURT. 


Tweo Arrested as Members of “Before 
Day Club” in Georgia and Acquitted 
Followed by Armed Citizens, Who 
Take the Law Into Their Own Hands 
—Both of the Victims Are Fatally 
Injured, One Having Lost One of His 
Eyes. 


Talbatton, Ga., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—Two 
negroes, tried and acquitted of conspiracy 
to murder whites and of being members of 
the negro organization known as the “ Before 
Day .club.”" were shot and fatally injured by 
white men after they left court. 

‘The negroes shot are Jack Troy, 16 years 
old, and Bd Marshall. Troy was filled with 
buckshot, but is still alive, though fatally 
wounded. One of Marshall's eyes was shot 
out, and he cannot live. The injured negroes, 
with some others, were arrested on the 
charge of being members of a “ Before Day 
club,” whose purpose it was to assassinate 
“ Before day " a number of the leading white 
men in the vicinity. 

The informants the men named 
several well known whites marked for mur- 
der. When the case came to trial, however, 
no one could be found to testify, although it 
is known the club exists.

We want municipal courts in their stead, and 
we can have them if you will give us a new 
charter.” 

Deneen Makes Fortieth Speech.

A scarcity of bridge workers in the west, it 
is expected, wil! attract many men now at 
work on Chicago skyscrapers to Colorado, 
California, and Oregon.

ENTIRE FORCE TO RETURN TODAY 
TO FIGHTING CRIME. 


Last Strike Detall Ordered te Home 
Station and Flying Squadron Is 
Formed to Hunt Down Holdup Men 

New Prisoner Makes a Confession 
Regarding Murder of Hans Peterson 
in His Cigar Store—Justice Criticises 
Release of Prisoners by Judges. 


The entire police force of Chicago will be 
fighting crime today. instead’ of preventing 
violence in connection with stfikes.. Chief 
O'Neill yesterday directed that half of the 
Central police detail men, who had been on 
duty at the stockyards for weeks, be returned 
to Capt. Gibbons, and today the other half 
will follow. Men of other divisions will also 
be sent home. 

The chief. with a full force at his disposal, 
set about creating more “ flying squadrons.” 
Chosen men were instructed to scour the 
whole city. Sergeant James L. Mooney of 
Harrison street station and Policemen 
Klaman, Vaughan, and Hughes: who recent- 
ly captured a trio of bandits, are made a 
special detail to work anywhere in the city. 

Lieut. Larkin of Maxwell street station was 
given. command of a squadron which is to 
try to clear the west side of thugs. 


Tells of Peterson Murder. 


_“ Jocko ” Briggs, who ts charged with par- 

ticipating in the robbery of Hans Peterson's 
cigar store on West Lake street, is said to 
have been named as the man who fired the 
shot that killed the proprietor. The charge 
is made by a new suspect arrested last Fri- 
day. The suspect is said to be Barney King. 
known to be a friend of Briggs. Assistant 
Chief Schuettler said last night that state- 
ments made by the prisoner left little doubt 
that he had participated in the murder, with 
Briggs as leader. 

Another suspect in the Peterson murder 
was arrested by Detectives Flynfi and Mc- 
Mahon of. the West Lake street station after 
a struggle in a house at Clark and Lake 
streets. last evening. The prisoner is Rob- 
ert Dean, who has been sought by the po- 
lice since a partial confession of the crime 
was elicited from a man arrésted by De- 
tective Maurer several days ago. Dean is 
the son of wel! to do parents, who formerly 
resided near the scene of the murder. 


Robbers Use “Knockout Drops.”

Throws Clock at Burglar. 

Burglars who had entered the residence of 
John Gustafson, 104 Townsend street, in 
the morning, were interrupted by the ringing 
of an alarm clock.

Summer hands the keys over to autumn 
at 6:40 tomorrow morning. It will then 
have ended a most remarkable and glorious 
career. 

When on the afternoon of June 21 sum- 
mer took charge of things it was confronted 
with a most desperate state of affairs. Win- 
ter had been outrageously cold, ahd spring 
had been even worse. April had tried to 


lose what reputation she ever possessed, 


May ‘bad sulked and acted peevish, and the

It was naturally in- 
ferred that summer would want to make up 
this deficiency, and consequently be com- 
pelled to inflict upon the city a long period 
of swelter with the thermometer over 6 de- 
grees higher each day than normal. Or, if 
it gaye an occasional] day of normal tempera- 
ture,. tiie wext day would have to be 12 de- 
grees hotter than usual td make up for it.

perature would be 90 degrees instead of 72. 
And 90 degrees daily average means about 
100 during the day.and 80 at night. 

Bot here is where the supreme wisdom 
and kindness of the passing summer was 
exhibited. Instead of doing what other or- 
dinary sutnmers whe have only ordinary in- 


 telligence would have done. it made a heroic 


sacrifice atid, instead of making’ ts stiffer 
for the shortcomings of winter and spring, it 
actually gave us a cooler summer than the 
normal by some 140 degrees. Besides this, | 
it gave us practically all the rainfall which 
was demanded by the precedents of other 
summers. 


Up to the present 1904 js now the coldest 
year on récormd sitce the establishnient of 
the. weather burean.in 1871. There is now 


a fleficiency of 722 degrees of temperature.

These are words of authority which the 
next congress should have the courage to 
heed. 

The abolition of the army canteen took 
place several years ago at the instance of 
temperance enthusiasts. Probably the ma- 
jority of voters in the country believed in 
the army canteen. But this majority, un- 
organized and inchoate, did not promise ex- 
tra support to congressmen who favored the 
canteen. On the other hand the temperance 
enthusiasts were organized and threatened 
to oppose any congressman who voted for 
the canteen. The average congressman felt 


‘ithat be would suffer from the efforts of the 


organized minority, while receiving no com- 
pensatory advantage from the unorganized 
majority. 

It may have been wrong for congressmen 
thus to drown thelr canteen convictions in 
the waters of political expediency, but it was 
human nature. The only way to restore the 


‘canteen is to make it politically expedient. 
) The Only way to make it politically expedi- 


ent is for those who believe in the canteen 
to support the congressmen who vote to 
restore it. The canteen is no longer in a 
theoretical stage. It has been abolished and 


the effect of it has been bad. This can be 


proved in a way sufficiently copclusive to 
convince al) who have not already irrevoca- 
bly prejudged the case. 

The army officers know most about the 
merits and demerits of the canteen. They 
come in constant contact with the men, and 
can. readily tell whether the canteen or its 
absence has been the more conducive to 
discipline, physical yigor, and mental! alert- 
ness. Almost without an exception, they 
hold that the abolition of the canteen has 
increased the percentage of desertions and 
lowered the standard of discipline and 
mental and bodily vigor among privates and 
noncommissioned officers. 

The army officers have observed that the 
abolition of the canteen has resulted in great- 


er drunkenness and debauchery among the |. 


men. This is because the men, being for- 


+ bidden to get their beer in respectable sur- 


roundings on army ground under semi-sur- 
veillance, have been driven away from the 
post to disreputable doggeries, where, in-an 
environment of other sorts of vice, they have 
become sodden with the vilest kinds of 
spirits. 

From the viewpoint of sobriety the aboli- 
tion of the canteen was a serious, though 
not, fortunately, an irremediable blunder. 
If the temperance enthusiasts renew their 
threats to destroy any congressman who 
votes in the next congress to restore the can- 
teen, then those who are willing and able 
to take a judicial view of the situation should 
give such congressmen special support. 


AMERICA’S STOCK OF GOLD. 


| Bilis H. Roberts, treasurer of the United 


States, says the world’s stock of gold is ap- 
proximately $5,500,000,000, of which this 
country holds $1,342,000,000, which is over 
one-fifth. Of the American gold the tre 
ury holds $700,000,000. 

These figures seem more impressive wh 
one looks back to 1896. The world’s stoc 


of gold then was roughly estimated at $4,- 


held $599,000,000, being a little less than 


one-seventh. Absolutely and relativély the 


‘gold holdings of this country have increased | 
greatly in eight years. In the summer of 


1896 there was.in the treasury $150,000,000 
in gold, or a little more than one-fifth of the 
present stock. 

It is not to be wondered at; with the treas- 
ury and the banks overflowing with the 
yellow metal, that occasional shipments to 
which would. have excited alarfn 
eight or nine years ago, pass unnoticed now. 


The shipments would have to be large and 


continuous to attract attention in any quar- 
ter. As the gold production of this country | 
is $80,000,000 a year out of a total for the 
world of about $300,000,000 it can export 
considerably more than it imports, and yet 
be adding steadily to its stock. | 
The predictions of 1896 that if the United 
States stuck to the single gold standard it 


| conld not get enough of that metal to do 


business with because of the world’s strug- 
gle for it sound ridiculous now, when it holds 
$1,342,000,000, or more than $16 per capita. 


“THE 6T. PAUL'S PLANS. 
It is said by some who pretend to know 
that the Milwaukee and St. Pau! wishes to 
blossom out into a transcontinental road;

Pierson. the head of the well known private 
asylum for the insane at Lindenhof. near 
Dresden,

fairs. Hence the continued residence of the 
princess in a sanitarium ts, in view of this 
condition of health, and in the interests 
ef the exalted patient, imperatively neces- 
sary.” This report was made public in the 
name of Emperor Francis Joseph by the 
grand marsha! of his court. Gen. Prince Ru- 
dolf Lichtenstein. with the object of putting 
an end to the stories that the princess had 
recovered her sanity. ‘

years ago grantcd to that branch of the Ger- 
man house of Coburg settled in Austria a 
number of the same prerogatives and im- 
munities as those enjoyed by the imperial 
family. on the understanding, of course, 
that.its members submitted to his suprem- 
acy in all family matters, and yielded to 
him the same obedience as the princes and 
princesses of the Hapsburgdynasty. It was 
tor this reason that the emperor took the 
princess to task when she first commenced 
ty compromise herself with Mattachich; and 
that. too, is the reason why he appointed 
the commission to take evidence on the con- 
dition of her mind last spring. and caused 
the hofmarshallamt, or office of the imperial 
household, to make public its findings. 
With regard to ex-Capt. Mattachich, who 
has now, for the second time, eloped with 


her, it is well to bear in mind that, in the first |, 


place. he is not a nobleman, and that he 
has no right to call himself “‘ Count Kegle- 
vitch.” The latter, an honored name of the 
Croatian aristocracy, belongs to his step- 
father, who declined to permit him to use it 
after he had disgraced it. He never, of 
course, had any right to use his stepfather’s 
title of “count.” Moreover, in the book 
which he published tn April concerning his 
relations with Princess Louise of Coburg, he 
admits that he negotiated the promissory 
notes. to which he was aware that the prin- 
cess had affixed, without authority, the sig- 
nature of her sister, the Crown Princess 
Stephanie, and describes how he obtained, 
on the strength of this paper, which he knew 
to be forged, a couple of million francs from 
the Vienna money lenders, Spitser and 
Reicher. thus practically acknowledging that 
he was guilty cf the offenses which led to 
his dismissal from the Austrian army, and 
to his sentence by court martial to a term 
of six years’ penal servitude. 


The ex-captain, who found himself penni- 
less on emerging’ from prison, and who ab- 
tained littl money by the publication of 
his book, which the Ausirian government did 
not think it worth, while to suppress, ere 
long entered into relations with the numer- 
cus creditors of the princess in France and 
in Austria, and it would seem that it is they 
who furnished him with the money by means 
of which he secufed her escape the other 
day. For the creditors of the princess hope 
to be able, now that she has become to all 
intents and purposes their instrument, to 
obtain the full amount of her liabilities, in- 
siead of being compelled to accept the meager 
compromise which had been offered to them 
by her father and husband, who have In their 


possession her fortune, part of which she 


received at the time of her marriage. while 
the remainder should have come to her on 
the death of her mother. 

Some of them are tradespeople, but the 
majority of them are usurers and profes- 
sional money lenders, and they expect to 
accomplish their ends, if not through the 
verdict of the courts, at any rate through 
the menace of scandal.

Were the princess an ordinary citizen, 
there Is no doubt that the French authori- 
tiles would, as soon as ever she arrived in 
Paris, have complied with the request of 
her relatives and guardians to place her 
under restraint, and to restore her to her 
keepers. This would be In strict accordance 
with the law, and, if the French government - 
has until now refrained from acting thus, 

it is merely because it is afraid of the agita- | 
tion in her behalf on the part of the press, 

notably of the Journal de Paris. 

I, for one, however, would not be aston- | 
ished to see her once more placed under 
restraint as insane, perhaps in a chateau in 
Belgium, with special keepers—possibly in . 
e French sanitarium—while it is also on the | 
cards that she may be returned to Linden-| 
hof, near Dresden. But if she is left at. 
liberty she will remain the prey of the gang 
who have been speculating on reaping a large | 
sum of money from her relatives by her 
escape; and, should she appeal to the courts, 
as she threatens to do, and secure a judg- 
ment in her behalf, it is doubtful whether 
she would get any of her money. Indeed, 
she is at the mercy of her so-called “ lib- 
crators,” who are determined to exploit her | 
for all she is worth. 

It may be added that the woman, Stoeger, 


‘who took part in her abduction, and who 


was among the companions of her flight, 
was the former wife of one of the jailers 
of the penitentiary where Mattachich had 
undergone his term of penal servitude, and 
who was divorced by her husband shortly 
after the ex-captain's liberation, Mattachich 
being named as the co-respondent, This will > 
go to show into what hands the unfortunate 
‘princess has fallen.

New York, Sept. 21.—[Special.}—Clyde 
Fitch hag been studying American life for 
the market again. The results of his latest 


observations were made known at the Gar- ; 


rick theater tonight, when his new play, 
“The Coronet of the Duchess,"’ written for 
Clara Bloodgood, was brought forward. 

An audience of hardened first nighters sat 
contemplatively through the performance, 
and after waiting for a striking unraveling 
of a troublesome dramatic entanglement, 
went home disappointed. To see the duchess, 
who tired of her bargain, beg the duke to give 
her a divorce, to hear him mutter that he sup- 
posed he would have to, was really just a 
little prosaic. 

“The Coronet of the Duchess ” is Fitch's 
study of international marriage. He holds 


| up to ridicule the British duke who comes to 


America in search of an heiress to restore his 
shattered fortunes, and depicts him as a cad 
of the lowest type. 

Mr. Fitch's piays always have one or two 
bold scenic strokes in them, and these usually 
go far toward saving them from utter weari- 
ness. In tonight’s piece the first of these 
scenes is a charity bazaar with noble ladies 
selling things for absurd prices, the curtain 
descending on the dignitaries about to usher 
in the queen. The second, and much the 
better scene of the two, showed the duke 
and his duchess im their state robes going 
to a tableau representing the coronation and 
induiging in a first class row before they 
went. | 

This scene almost saved the play, and 
would have done so if the last act hed not 
followed with its blast of chill air. Clara 
Bloodgood was, of course, the American 
duchess.

FTER the battle of Shiloh, which came 
near disastrously to the 
union arms, it was reported—falsely, 
as afterward shown—that Gen. Grant 
hdd returned to the habit of drink 


which had caused him, eight years before, 


to resign his captaincy in the regular army. 
Col, A. K. McClure of Philadelphia urged 
Lincoin to remove Grant from his command. 
“I can’t spare that man,” the president em- 
phatically replied, “he fights.” Grant was 
a born leader of men. He was a consummate 
strategist, as he proved on hard fought fielda 
from Belmont to Appomattox. But, as Lin- 
cotn’s keen insight early divined, the thing 
which made Grant superior to every Soldier 
of the civil war, with one possible exception, 
was the courage, the steadiness, and the 
dogged, invincible pertinacity with which 
he always fought. He had a most uncom- 
fortable habit of flying straight at the throat 
of his enemy as soon as he got near him and 
hanging on with an iron grip until his foe 
died or surrendered. This terribie con- 
quered the brilliant Lee and choked the south- 
ern conféderacy to death. 
P 

Ulysses Simpson Grant was born at Point 
Pleasant, O. His father, Jesse Grant, early 
predicted that Ulysses would one day be 
president, but, like the duke of Wellington, 
he was regarded by most of those who knew 
him as a stupid youth... Grant graduated 
from West Point in 1843, ranking twenty- 
first in a class of thirty-nine. He served un- 
der both Taylor and Scott in the Mexican 
war. On the Geld of Molino del Rey he was 
made a first lieutenant and at Chapultepec 
he was breveted captain, both promotions be- 
ing for gallantry in action. After resigning 
his commission in 1854 Grant farmed, did a 
small real estate business in St. Louis, and 
worked in his father’s leather store at Ga- 
lena, Ill. These were the dark years of his 
life. He was poor and hupeless. 

When the civil war began Grant was re- 
garded as a ‘“ decayed soldier,” and found 
it hard to get a commission. At last Gov. 
Yates appointed him colonel of the Twenty- 
first Illinois. He swiftly brought this hither- 
to unruly regiment into excellent discipline. 
Promoted brigadier general, he commanded 
in person at~the battle of Belmont, had a 
horse shot under him, and defeated the con- 
federates under Gen. Jeff Thompson. Grant 
early perreived that the capture of Forts 
Henry and Donelwon would open a gateway 
into the heart of the south. In cotperation 
with Commodore Foote, he took Fort Henry 
on Feb. 6. The defense of Fort Donelson 
was more stubborn, but Grant assaulted it 
so vigorously and persistenly that its com- 
mander, Gen. Buckner,.on Feb. 16, asked for 
terms. Grant answered: ‘“‘ No terms other 
than an unconditional and immediate sur- 
render can he accepted reply which 
gained for him the nickname of “ Uncondi- 
tional Surrender "’ Grant. Grant commanded 
27.000 men at Fort Donelson. Buckner sur- 
rendered to him 15,000 men. Grant's reward 
for this brilliant victory, practically the first 
won by the union arms, was a major general- 


In April Grant started on an expedition up 
the Tennessee river. Early on the morning 
of the 6th, Albert Sidney Johnston, one of the 
confederacy’s ablest generals, with 40,000 
men, attacked 83,000 union soldiers near Shi- 
loh church and almost routed them. Grant. 
who was absent at the time of the attack, 
hurried to the field, rallied his men, returned 
the attack, and, being reinforced by 20,000 
men under Buell, defeated the confederate 
in the bloodiest battle that had thus far been. 
fought In America. The confederate loss was 
10,695 men. The union loss was 18,047. | 

The possession of Vicksburg, the “ Gibral- 
tar of America,” gave the confederates con- 
trol of a large part of the Missiseipp! river, 
and was of great strategical importance. Be- 
ing within his military division, Grant re- 
solved to take this city, and in January, 1868, 
began operations to thatend. The union gen- 
eral had but 43,000 men, as against 40.000 that 
Pemberton had in Vicksburg. and 15 000 that 
Jofeph E. Johneton had at Jackson. Grant, 
with Napoleonic swiftness, attacked and beat 
Johnston, then turned upon Pemberton, who 
had marched to meet him. and chased him 
into Vicksburg with a heavy loss. The siege 
of Vicksburg lasted five months and was at- 
tended with difficulties, such as only a Grant 
could surmount. The besieging army slowly 
increased to 75,000 men. On July 4, Pember- 


ton surrendered the city and 29,491 men: and

LYON SETS NEW RECORD. 


Canadian Makes Course in 7 7 
and Easily Defeats Stuart 
Stickney. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 21.—[Special.j—Chi- 
cago and St. Louis golfers suffered alike in 
the second match play round for the Olympic 
championship, played today at the Glen Echo 
Country club, three representatives from 
each city falling by the wayside in the long 
thirty-six hole route. 

The elimination results were, however, @ 
harder blow to the world’s fair city, as all 
three players who fell were looked upon as 
championship possibilities, while the three 
Chicagoans were not favorites to the same 
extent. Mason E. Phelps of Midlothian, D. 
B. Sawyer of Wheaton, and Champion H. 
Chandler Egan of Exmoor constitute the Chi- 
cago triumvirate of survivors, while A. B. 
Lambert, B. McKinnie, and H. W. Allen 
make up the St. Louts trio.

While from the start of match play the 
critics have favored the chances of St. Louis 
and Chicago, another championship possibil- 
ity loomed cp strongly in the person of 
George Lyon of Toronto, the former inter- 
national cricket player, who overwhelmed 
Btuart Stickney by 11 up and 9 to play and 
get the amateur record for the course at 77.

BETTER CROP NEWS BRINGS 
ABOUT CONSIDERABLE BUYING. 


Fear of Frost, Which Prevailed on 
Tuesday, Almost Eatirely Abated by 
General Rise in Temperature—U nion 
Pacific Buying Cause of Mach Guess- 

img Among Traders and Many Rea- 
sons for Demand Advanced—United 
States Steel Improved. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—[Special.]—Crops 
and weather again were dominant features 
in the stock market, and today developed an 
upward tendency where yesterday they were 
depressing. 

The weather news from the west made it 
evident that the fears expressed yesterday 
of frost damage had not been realized, owing 
partly, it was believed, to the cloudy con- 
ditions, which saved the crop from serious 
damage. Yesterday's selling for western 
account Was On an enormous scale, based 
on the prospects of frost damage. The 
warmer weather of today consequently drove 
a large short interest to cover. 

There was some remaining apprehension 
of further frost tonight, and the date for 
the maturing of the crop is now believed to 
be later than was recently supposed. 


The rise'in Union Pacific was attributed to 
a demand from shorts, but the movement 
was surrounded with more or less mystery 
end was the subject of many rumors. Some 
of these had to do with supposed competitive 
buying looking to the strengthening of con- 
trol, on account of alleged divergence of 
views amongst powerful capitalists hereto- 
fore in accord in the railroad world.

FIND HAZARD. IN GRAIN TANKS. 


Grain im steel tanks has been considered 
unusually safe business by the companies, so 
much so that low rates have been made and 
heavy lines carried. A new hazard has jst 
developed, however, which may bring about 
an advance in rates and a curtailment of 
lines. 

A recent fire in a flouring mill at Sherman, 
Tex., heated a steel tank only fifteen feet 
from the mill elevator so that it caused the 
wheat to be badly damaged next to the ele- 
vator, which was of the ordinary stee! cun- 
struction. Inside the tank was divided into 
eight different bins of equal size. The bins 
were of wood, and constructed the same 
as bins In the regular elevator bulldirgs. 
When the tank was red hot the wooden par- 
titions InBide became ignited. The fire de- 
partment tore off the metal roof sufficiently 
to fill the tank with water, in order to ex- 
tinguish the burning partitions. 

The union schedule for fireproof elevators 
and grain storage tanks takes no notice of 
wooden bins, hence this hazard, doubtless, 
has never been recognized, and it is now 
claimed that when steel tanks are within 
burning distance of a mill or elevator the 
hagard is greatly should be 
charged for.
